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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on April 12, 2006, 1 indicates that the above-identified 
application is in condition for allowance except for formal matters, and it closes 
prosecution on the merits under Ex parte Quay/e, 25 U.S.P.Q. 74, 1935 CD. 1 1 ; 453 
O.G. 21 3 (Comm'r Pat. 1 935). In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 1 0-1 8 
and objected to Figure 8 because "element 4 (OFDM modulation circuit) should be 
labeled as 41 (OFDM demodulation circuit) as described on page 18 of the 
specification" (Office Action at 2). 

By this Response, Applicants have amended Figure 8 and claims 10-18. Claims 
10-18 remain pending. 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the Examiner's indication that 
claims 10-18 are drawn to allowable subject matter. Applicants have amended 
claims 10-18 solely to place the claims into better form, and not to change the scope of 
these claims. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection to 
the drawings. The drawings comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .83(a) because Applicants have 
amended Figure 8 as suggested by the Examiner on page 2 of the outstanding Office 
Action. Specifically, Applicants have amended Figure 8 by re-labeling and renaming the 
OFDM MODULATION CIRCUIT 4 as OFDM DEMODULATION CIRCUIT 41 .
